HARRIBBURG, April B-<Tha Houms, by
A vote of 100 naye to 83 ayes, defeated the
Paldwin amendment to add o provision
to the Cox ohild laber BNl for o B-hour
woek., The defeat of the amendment was
a slgrinl vietory for Governor Brambaugh,
afid came after a debate of two hours and
& half, ‘The fAght agalnat the amendment
wan lod by the Vare leaders In the House,

The fNght centred around an effort by
manufacturers to amend the blll a0 na to
provide for m 10-hour day and G-hour

week.
The amendmenjesfor a b-hour week was

offered by Ffiresentative Baldwin, of

Delaware. The bl as It came out uf
committes provided for a S-hour dny and
a wesk of 6l hours for all children under
16 yenrn of nge.

e Baldwin amendment would permit
the employment of children under 10 for
ten hours a day, nlx days o week, with
the maximum number of hours placed
ut 51 for the week., It further provided
that in weeks In which holldays ocour the
children ¢ould be employed for two hours
overlime each day, and that whenever
the machinery in the factories and mills
might break down for M minutes or
longer thig time could he made up by
overtime work. It furthear provided that
the wepk's work could be reapportioned
by the emplovers to provide for one or
mora short daya in the week.

COX FIGHTS AMENDMENT

Representative Edwin R, Cox, of Phila-
dalphin, led the fight agalnst the amend-
ment.

“I oppose this amendment because |t
would Incrense the hours from 9 te 12,
ho sald. “Thes Pennsylvania Child Labor
Ansocintion Inslsted on an elght-hour day.
The manufacturers asked that it be made
10. The Governor, or the Administration.
who hias knowledge of child labor, agreed
to meet them both half way and made
the day nine hourn.

“Tho consensus of opinion is that a
nine-hour day I8 above the physical en-
durance of the avernge chlld worker.
The Governor was willing to concede
nine hours becausa It Iz at least o step
forward.

“The manufnoturers muat begin to real-
{ze that an elght-hour law will come into
effect in this Biate.”

Hue attae the manufacturers for
“having dollars and cents pour into their
eoffers by commercializing the child.”

LIPSCHUTZ SUPPORTS COX.
Representative Lipschutz, of Philadel-
phin, who aucceeded John R, K. Scott in
the House, nlso upheld the Governor's po-

sition. Speaking of the continuation rchool
fenture of the Cox bill, he gald;

“John Wanamaker hns tried the edu-
catlonal feature in his establlshment, and
hin store now standa as o monument to

“Frofesgionnl correctora”™ wers bitterly
attacked by Representative Baldwin, who
led the fight for the employers,

“I don't think the Amerlean manufac-
turers have tried (o make exorbitunt
profits at the expensas of the lives of juve-
nile worlers,"” he sald.

ISSUE “BECLOUDED."

“There han been an attempt to becloud
the lesue by bald statements that the
manufacturers want to subsidize child
labor,” he sald. ““The question Is whether

our [ndustries should be handicapped.
There is not n nation in Earope that has
not now n law that provides for a week
of §5 to 66 hours,

“Thix amendment In no particular af-
fects this bill, other than to add three
more hours to the weok's work. Does
#ny one imagine that three more hours
will make any difference in the health of
the child workera?

“Two yeurn ago, when the women's
hours of labor bill was before this Houxe,
they told us that if we did not pass a
B-hour law, the people would rise, rip and
drive us from the Legialature, The Sen-
ite nmended the bill 10 & hours and the
House passed |t. You heur no plea for
W hours In that law now.

“We ought to interfers with the, indus.
triss of ouir Biate conservatively.

"“The only comment 1 have heard of the
wanien's M-hour law has been that It is
oo drastic. My amendment would muke
hours for juveniles identical with those of
the females, The textllo industries em-
ploy mostly adult females, with juveniles

“Any law providing for lesa than B4,

" hours would throw this large number of
children out of employment. In the great
manulacturing Btates that have an elght-
hour law, the great industrinl plants
bhave discharged nearly all of the child
workera,

“Poor familles,” he continued, "need
the ‘helping hand' of children who are
undar 1§ years of age.

“Any danger of children under 1§ who
Are physically unfit to work, belng em-
ployed,” he sald, “Is well taken care of
by the provision in the Cox bill requiring
phyalcal examination of children before
tmployment certificates are granted.”

Thoey
simply provide that eight houts—arrang-
ed In approprinte perlode—of ench work-
ing week shall be spent in mchool. This
brenks the pregent sudden, abrupt change
from mchool life to work life. It gives
a learner in Industry exnctly what he
needs—an Intelligent director in hia new
field of effort. It gives to Industry Iin a

much shorter time than now a betier
trained and more efficlent worker. This
Industry ahould have. ‘This will nas-

suredly be to the advantage of our great
and important manufacturing interests,

“The hours in this bHl are fair, attain-
able, with no essentinl sacrifica of service
to industry in the intereats of the work-
Ing ehlld and the Commonwealth.

“The bill is the outgrowth of my life-
work In education. T earnestiy nsk your
support Iin its speedy ennclmen®,
